bedding plant, as it gives it room

system. Unless the soil is of a 
very kindly nature it is worth while 
to make up a special bed for these 
. At the Albert College a 
mixture is made of fresh loam, ol 
soil from the frames which held the 
summer bedding plants, old hotbed 
manure, turf mould and sand, The 
seed is sOwn in lines, three inches 
apart across this bed, which after- 
wards gets good watering. The lights 
are not put on the frame. Every” 
thing should be done to encourage 
good growth in the seedlings. Wall- 
flowers and stocks are attacked as 
soon as they appear above ground 
by flea beetles and should be pro- 
tected by sprinkling them with 
D.D.T. or derris dust; the bed must 
never be allowed to become too 


dry. 

tn the foregoing list honesty is 
mentioned. This is quite a usefu 
spring flower for the mixed border 
where tall plants are scarce in 
spring; it is also a good companion 
for doronicums. Pansies are excel- 
lent for spring bedding, particularly 
now that they can be had in separate 


| colours. They should not be sown 


at the same time as the other 
bedding plants, but about three 
weeks later. Polyanthus primroses 
probably will have been lifted and 
divided before now, so that they 
will grow up into fine plants for the 
spring garden. If not, the operation 
still can be done. It is, however, 
too late to sow seed of these for 
next year’s spring garden; this 
should have been done in March 
under glass, in which case the 
seedlings will now be fit to trans- 
plant to nursery beds. Double 
Arabis is extremely easy to propa- 
gate from cuttings which, to flower 
next spring, should be put in 
towards the end of June. Aubrietia 
should be cut back as soon as it has 
finished “steps it will then pro- 
vide cuttings which will give fine 
little plants by autumn. ese will 
flower next spring, although not 
very profusely; they will be at their 
best in the spring of 1947. As in 
the case of primroses, seed of 
aubrietia should have been sown last 
March for next spring, and the 
seedlings will now be at the trans- 
planting stage. This operation 
should be tformed in a mode- 
rately rich bed, allowing the seed- 
lings a space of four inches.

n 1860, when the “Maronite 


French troops which saved the situa- 
tion and gave the Lebanon a measure 
of autonomy under the Ottoman 
Empire. It was but natural, there- 
fore, that during the 1914-1918 war, 
when the question fate of the 
Turkish Empire was being discussed, 
the French should make a case 
for special interest in the Syrian 
territories, . The result was the 
Sykes-Picot Treaty of May, 1916, 
by which British interests in 
Palestine, and French in Syria, were 
admitted. Unfortunately, however, 
this was also the period when the 
British were committing themselves 
by definite pronouncements with 
regard to the future status of the 
Arabs and Jews in the Near East, 
thus starting a train of events 
which have given rise to the unrest 
of the past twenty-five years. 


KING DETHRONED 

At the end of 1918 the Emir 
Feisal, accompanied by Lawrence 
of Arabia, entered Damascus, and, 
following a period of political un- 
certainty, was proclaimed Kin 
early in 1920 as the consequence o 
a declaration of independence by a 
Syrian national assembly: Then 
followed the events which so 
embittered the Arabs. In accord- 
ance with the 1916 Treaty, France 
was assigned the mandate for 
Syria and proceeded to occup 
Damascus and to dethrone Feisal, 
who was offered the throne of Iraq 
as a sop by the British. 

The French policy pursued in 
Syria followed a course ill-designed 
to placate Arab national sentiment 
or to fulfil the strict requirements 
of the mandate system. In 
opposition to the Arab desire for a 
unified national State, the country 
was organised into the loosely 
federate autonomous units of 
Aleppo, Damascus and Alaouite, 
with Lebanon, the Christian area, 
given a separate status. Subse- 
quently French penetration into the 
interior brought in the Jebel Druse 
as a fifth administrative area. 

It cannot be said that French 
administrative policy pursued too 
happy a course in the following 
years. Under a series of High Com- 
missioners, first generals, and subse- 

uently civilians, the French passion 
or public works was indulged in, 
utilising forcel labour as in North 
Africa.

September, 1936, saw t ~ ge of 
a’ Franco-Syrian Treaty of friend- 
ship and alliance, which contem- 
plated the termination of the man- 
date in three year’s and the admis- 
sion of Syria to the League of 
Nations. A similar treaty was con- 
cluded with the Lebanon. . 

This treaty seemed to indicate a 
new and better stage in the relations 
between France and her mandates, 
but, unfortunately, the outbreak of 
war prevented its fulfilment. At the 
same time, the growing influence of 
the surrounding Agab States, cul- 
minating in the Pan-Arab Congress 
of 1937, tended to intensify the 
nationalist outlook of the Syrians 
and to force their coalescence into 
a relatively harmonious national 
group. 


FRENCH CULTURE 


Some comment must be made 
here regarding the cultural aspect 
oí French policy. The Syrians have 
never been willing to accept French 
culture, as they regard it as nae 
one of the many means by whi 
European political control is exer- 
cised. Maiaid in distinction, the 
introduction of Anglo-American 
ideas through the American 
missionary colleges has been 
almost welcomed. As a result of 
her sufferings during the war, 
France is now highly sensitive on 
matters affecting her prestige, and 
her demands, both military and 
cultural, may be regarded as dic- 
tated more by the necessity to 
maintain her status as a major 
Power rather than by any prac- 
tical necessity. 

The occupation of Syria by 
British and Free French forces in 
June, 1941, brought with it a 
further statement of Syrian inde- 
pendence as a measure designed to 
placate the unrest existing among 
the Arabs of the Near East at the 
time. The interpretation of this 
promise in a different manner by 
the French now that conditions 
have changed has brought about 
the present deplorable situation. At 
the best it may be said that the 
French demands are in ill-accord 
with the spirit of the times. 


Importance of 
Rural Science 


In Schools 


PEAKING at the annual Congress 
of the Vocational Education 
Society yesterday at Bray, Senator 
F. M. Summerfield declared that it

its money on compulsory education

vocational education system had shown 
itself remarkably flexible and adapt- 
able. Rural science had been steadily 
gaining an important place in their 
schools, and, if some of their critics 
would endeavour to encourage the 
youth of the countryside to avail them- 
selves in greater numbers of these 
excellent courses, they would render a 
positive service to education. 
Senator O Buacalla said the total 
number of pupils in attendance at 
their schools and classes during the 
session 1943-44 was 66,688, as com- 
pared with 63,443 for the previous 
session. He appealed to employers 
in all parts of the country not to 
employ boys or girls under sixteen 
ears of age except through a school 
in which they were full-time students. 
Dr. J. F. Burke, Chief Inspector ot 
the Department of Education, asked 
all committees to consider the 
advisability of asking the Minister to 
put Part V of the Vocational Act, 
1930, into operation. -As far as the

_ One of the best stories of motor- 
ing interest suppressed by the 
Censor concerned Charlie Brennan, 
the imperturbable Jlap-scorer at 
many races in the Dublin area. 
Charlie disappeared at the start of 
the war, and the popular view was 
that he had lingered too long 
in the Channel Islands, his favourite 
holiday place, and been caught by 
the Germans. 

Two years ago I reviewed “ Three 
Years of Hell,” by Harry J. 
Greenwall, which is largely the story 
of English-speaking people trapped 
by the Germans in France. Green- 
wall was one of the fairly large 
number of English, American and 
Irish persons who managed to exist 
on the Riviera during the German 
occupation of Northern and Western 
France. At Antibes he met “an 
Jrishman, Charles Brennan, who was 
caught here while on holiday from 
Ireland. He has an Eire passport. 
The French kept him in prison for 
a month because he had no identity 
card, fined him two thousand francs, 
and made him pay the cost of his 
imprisonment.” -

Brennan as a pensioner. of the 
Dublin War Office. Now, the last 
time I saw Charlie he was about to 
retire on pension from the Depart- 
ment of Defence in Dublin. Could 
there be two Charles Brennans on 
pension from the Dublin “ War 
Office”? I doubt it. If ever he 
comes back I certainly will cross-
